DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claim1-10, drawn to a bonding apparatus, classified in class 156, 
subclass 349. 

II. Claim 11, drawn to a bonding apparatus, classified in class 156, subclass 
349. 

III. Claims 12-21, drawn to a bonding apparatus, classified in class 156, 
subclass 349. 

IV. Claim 22, drawn to a method of making a semiconductor device, classified 
in class 438, subclass 455. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I, II, and III, and IV are related as process of making and product 
made. The inventions are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) 
that the process as claimed can be used to make other and materially different product 
or (2) that the product as claimed can be made by another and materially different 
process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case as the apparatus limitation in claim 22 
carries no patentable weight, the method of claim 22 could utilize equipment other than 
that of claim 1 . 
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Apparatus limitations, unless they affect the process in a manipulative sense, may have 
little weight in process claims. In re Tarczy-Hornoch 158 USPQ 141, 150 (CPPA 1968): 
In re Edwards 128 USPQ 387 (CCPA1961); Stalego v. Heymes 120 USPQ 473, 478 
(CCPA 1959); Ex parte Hart 1 17 USPQ 193 (PO BdPatApp 1957); In re Freeman 44 
USPQ 116 (CCPA 1940): In re Sweeney 72 USPQ 501 CCPA 1947). 

3. Inventions I, and II, and III are related as combination and subcombination. 
Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the combination as 
claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed for 
patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed because the cleaning 
and/or activating limitations of the first group are not necessary in the apparatus of 
group II, the humidity maintaining unit of group II is not necessary in the apparatus of 
Groups I and III, and the measurement unit of group III is not necessary in the 
apparatus of Groups I and II. The subcombinations have separate utility such as 
different apparatuses and may be used together or separately. 

4. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have 
acquired a separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
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5. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and the 
search required for Group I, II, III, is not required for Group IV, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include an election of the invention to be examined even though the requirement be 
traversed (37 CFR 1.143). 

7. Applicant is reminded that upon the cancellation of claims to a non-elected 
invention, the inventorship must be amended in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .48(b) if one 
or more of the currently named inventors is no longer an inventor of at least one claim 
remaining in the application. Any amendment of inventorship must be accompanied by 
a request under 37 CFR 1.48(b) and by the fee required under 37 CFR 1.1 7(i).
